The board rejected the proposi­ 
tion’ of the Pittsburg operator« for a 
«mference to arbitrate the wage dis­ 
pute In that district, claming that such, 
action would be prejudicial to the Inter­ 
ests of the miner« at large. The board 
Is ready to consider overtures for the 
arbitration of the Issues of the great 
strike only when these oyertures come 
from all the opératora In the competi­ 
tive district which Includes Ohio» In­ 
diana. Illinois W;e«t Virginia and Penn­ 
sylvania. The board has decided not to 
deviate from the established policy until 
the result of the 8t. Louis conference Is 
known. The avgresslve work In the fleld 
will be continued and the efforts to 
spread the strike In West Virginia 
district will be renewed.

The success or failure of the strike 
hangs upon the St. Louis conference, the 
call fcr which has been indorsed by 
Oompers and Sovereign. They maintain 
that the fUrht now being waged by the 
miners Is one of common Interest to or­ 
ganised labor throughout the country. 
At the St. Louis conference all labor or­ 
ganisations will be asked to Join issues 
with the miners. The failure to secure 
a general suspensión in West Virginia 
has greatly Interfered with the prospects 
of success» as the coal supplied from 
that and the few Isolated districts is 
meeting the limited demand. The only 
hope of cutting off this supply appears 
to lie in the refusal of organised labor 
In the ordinary channels of traffic and 
business to re^tie to handle or use the 
coal. If the object of the St. Louis con­ 
ference is accomplished the strike will 
be extended to nearly every branch of 
labor in the country. 


**Oov«mm«at by Injunction.** 


The call is issued to "organised labor, 
Its various divisions and subdivisions, 
and to all reform, social, educational and 
scientific bodies who condemn govern­ 
ment by injunction and the use of force 
to coerce the people and deprive them of 
their righta as American citizens.”

The statement wai given out 
after a day of waiting, and was p>i«clpl- 
tat(M by the following reeolutlon passed 
yesterday : “Rèeolvéd, That a commutes 
be authorised. In case the miners* lead­ 
ers agree to confer and no saUsfactory 
baaia can be agreed upon In si^ld con-, 
ference, to propose that the matter In 
dispute between the miner« and opera­ 
tors of the Pittsburg district be submit­ 
ted to arbitration, provided the miners 
are put to work at once pending the de­ 
cision of said board of arbitration.** Dur­ 
ing the evening the action of the tiilners* 
executive at Columbus refusing to con­ 
fer with the Pittsburg operators alone 
and calling the St. Louis convention, a 
statement was then Issued, whldi says; 
“The operators now have exhausted 
every effort to make an amicable settle­ 
ment, but the miners refuse either to 
meet in conference or arbitrate. The 
position taken by Mr. Ratchford occa­ 
sions grest surprise to the operators. He 
insists in bringing in all competitive 
states when he knows the operators of 
ohor states under no circumstance will 
attend a Joint conference. In making 
this demand Mr. Ratchford Is seeking to 
delay a settlement in hope that he may 
bring 10 his aid all the labor organisa­ 
tions of the country and assume such 
political Influence as will flrlghten the 
politicians into Insisting upon A settle­ 
ment of the »trike without regard, to the 
merits of the case. He has always in­ 
sisted that the Pittsburg district is'the 
key to the situation, and the operators 
hold out to him an olive branch from 
which Is suspended the key he sought. 


“Mr. Ratchford is using the Pittsburg 
miners as a catspsw to scratch political 
chestnuts off the Idle coal tipples in thifi 
district. He knows very well that delay 
In settlement will deprive Pittsburg min­ 
ers of work which will be done during 
the winter by the miners of the Ohio. 
Indiana, Illinois and Iowa regions. Mr. 
Ratchford must arrange a conference at 
once for settlement or arbitration of the 
troubles in the Pittsburg coal district or 
he must stand accused of Inconsistency 
and insincerity. Public opinion will cer­ 
tainly hold him responsible for the des­ 
titution which must inevitably prevail 
in the district during the coming win­

In a miserable hovel in the midst of 
a field of corn to whioh thiere is no road 
leading lies John McF^Md, 81 years 
old, once the owner of great riches 
but now a charge upon the county 
The pathetic abode of the suffering old 
man is located on land owned by O. E. 
Fifield and is reached off of Britain 
avenue, from which 
highway It is 
nearly a quarter of a mile distant. To 
reach the forlorn habitation a Ne w s 
reprateotativa entered 
the field a 
short distance east of the residence of 
G. Cribbs andpassed among tangled 
patches of weeds, of corn, of potatoes 
and at last came upon the dwelling 
place of the man whose life history is 
a story of misfortunes of the bitterest 
sort. 


CHOKED TQ DEATH. 


Prank Jarvis, Agad 14 Y aars, Died 
a t 6 O*olook T his M ornlns, 
Frank Jarvis, the 11 year old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Jasper Jarvis, residing in 
the McDonald addition, died at 6 o’clock 
this morning after an illness of three 
days. 


Frank in company with several other 
boys went in swimming last Wednesday 
and caught cold which settled In his 
throat. Nothing serious was antici­ 
pated as he ha<i been afllieted with 
throat trouble for a number of years. 
Yesterday he began to grdw worse and 
during the night he began choking. 
Medical aid was summoned but no help 
could be given the boy. 


Health Officer Tutton visited the 
stricken home this morning and pro­ 
nounced the case cedema, a diphtheric 
trouble. 


A private funeral and burial will be 
held from the house today. 


FATALLY INJURED. 


As the reporter approached the hut 
a dog began to bark. It was night but 
there was no light to lend a cheerful 
air to the repelling interior. A knock 
upon the door was answered by the 
shifting of a heavy bar that was used 
as a barricade. 
The door, a creaking 
piece of mechanism, bung on hinges 
of leather, was swung o^n and the 
caller was invited to enter. 
In a little 
pen, separated from a room where the 
lonely habitant ate and slept by a par­ 
tition of rough hewn boards sat a group 
of boys. To the right of them, oend- 
ing over a bright fire in an old stove, 
J was an aged man, his hair white and 
^his face bearing the evidences of much 
suffering. He was bolding a dog in his 
lap when the reporter entered and he 
stroked the heaa of the animal kindly 
but indifferently. 
This man was John 
McFarland. He had been ill for 10 
davs and though greatly improved, was 
still feeble and helpless. His dwelling, 
a place where one in health mu»t 
suffer, is to him an unnatural and pain 
ful abode. In one end of the low but 
ill a room where fowls have been kept 
and through the erevlces in the doors 
and roof the wind und ruin enters. The 
only furniture Ih a eot, a table and sev­ 
eral splintered und worn out chairs. 
There is nothing suggestive of content­ 
ment but.lohn Mcl'arlund in a pauper 
and though he was once the owner of 
vast oil lands in r^anuda and enjoyed 
the luxuries of wealth, he is obliged to 
accept the uieuge*; aid the county coldly 
gives.

THAT PLEA OF GUILTY. 


H avs 
In- 
C ondltlons T hat May 
fluancad It. 


Speculation has been rife ever since 
James Shuler entered Justice Baldrey’s 
court yesterday and declared his guilt 
in the commission of a crime which he 
has along maintained he was not guilty 
of and for which a jury failed to con­ 
vict him. 
^ 


Of the many theories advanced in ex­ 
planation of his conduct the most plau­ 
sible one is that a second trial of the 
case might expose more of the loose po­ 
lice regulations than is desired and 
bring such a strong condemnation from 
the anti-saloon element that theowners 
of liquor stores would be required to 
live more closely within the limits of 
the law. 


It is thought that the men who must 
necessarily suffer by a rigid enforce­ 
ment of the saloon laws are the 
men who infiuenced Mr. Shuler to plead 
guilty. It is hinted that they may have 
promised to contribute toward the pay­ 
ment of his fine, and possibly became 
responsible for the payment of the en­ 
tire amount. 
It is well known that 
Shuler expressed a firm determination 
to fight in defense of himself in the 
courts until every resource was ex­ 
hausted, and his sudden change of front 
naturally provokes much speculation. 


The municipal officers of St. Joseph 
are not disposed to let the world know 
how they conduct business. They want 
to conceal as far as possible the fact 
that prize-fighting, and violations of 
the saloon laws are permitted with im­ 
munity and these facts, they feared, 
would be aired too extensively in a sec­ 
ond trial of James Shuler. 


The complainant in Shuler’s case, 
.Tohn Higman, openly arraigned the St. 
Joseph police officers before the city 
council and this act of his is one of the 
circumstances leading up to the assault 
committed upon him by Shuler. The 
trial of Shuler, it is claimed, might 
possibly have taken such a turn that it 
would have devolved upon the prosecu­ 
tion to have established the truthful­ 
ness of the allegations made by Mr. 
Higman and this done Governor Pln- 
gree mi^ht have found occasion to con 
duct an investigation.

HIS IDEA UF A BICYCLE. 


The struggling old man bears his 
suffering with u fortitude almost heroic 
He does not complain nor does he tel 


I the cruel story of his misfortunes, una 
when he hud tlnished u cautious refer 
ence to the causes of his condition he 
said to the rei>orter; “I have told you 
more of myself than uny man before 
you ever knew. ” It was little that the 
reporter learned, but sullicient informa­ 
tion was obtained to apprise (be in­ 
quirer of the volumes the old man was 
concealing. Trouble came to him a'hen 
his wife died a year ago in Chicago, 
and from that misfortune was born 
others so rapidly that in less than a 
year the man who enjoyed life in the 
midst of all the comforts wealth can 
procure was thrust from a home into 
the streets at the age of B4 years, and 
constitutionally weak, and left with 
$300 to reach the end of life’s journey, 
a troublous trip when fortune smiles 
her blandest. 


He came to Benton Harbor last Jan­ 
uary, applied for a home at a cheap 
boarding house, was admitted and later 
contracted an illness from exposure in 
a squalid and*illy ventilated room. He 
departed to another place and last 
spring took up life in the hovel where 
he now lives. He hud some money 
when he went there, but this was soon 
consumed in physicians’ bills. 
He 
farmed a little area of ground for a 
share of the products and thus hoped 
to obtain enough to provide him with 
food, He lived all alone in the un­ 
clean and decaying hut, cooking his 
own food, until 10 days ago when«iek- 
ness can|e and he lay upon his sordid 
cot, a helpless sufferer. Kind neigh- 
boi's administered to his wants until 
the supervisor of the township could be 
warned when aid from that source was 
given, und by instructions of the sup­ 
ervisor James Hipshier is now caring 
for him. 


The old man until a year ago was the 
owner of property in Chicago valued at 
$25,000 or $30,000. 
After his wife’s 
death he became ill and was cared for 
at the home of one of his daughters, 
two of whom live in Chicago and one 
in Michigan. 
During his illness he 
was Induced to sign a paper purported 
to be a lease of his property which 
really was a deed and when he re­ 
covered his health it was to find him­ 
self robbed of his possessions. He was 
then advised by his children to go to 
Benton Harbor and stay a few weeks, 
with the assurance that they would 
write to him. 
He has received no in­ 
formation from them in many moons. 
With the affection of a true father the 
old man refuses to oensure his children 
although he practioally oDnfessed that 
they had seixed his pn^rty Mid th«ii 
, Ebundoned him.

The rumor that another of Andree’s 
pigeons has been captured, and that it 
bad attached to its leg a message from 
the explorer will probably prove to be 
as baseless as preceding stories of the 
kind. 
The probability is that if a 
pigeon were released in the region 
near the pole it would freeze to death 
before going far. 
It is possible, too, 
th#t Andree and bis party have eaten 
the birds. 
The next man who tries to 
carry out a plan of this kind ought to 
•elect pigeons too old to be edible and 
then provide them with heavy over­ 
coats.

White Dome Ooysor Tollowatone Park. 


*‘A mile and a half from tbe Fountain 
Hotel, aud easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
bidden basin full of nature’s caprices. 
At tbe entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. A i one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
cnallenged aud asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome Is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle Geyser, 
or the White Pyramid of the Upper 
Gevser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-shaped 
mound, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It ii perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
base oHo or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to forty-five 
minutes, being somewhat irregular, 
aud the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.”

While general denials were 
made by some of them, others Intimated 
that the United BUtes was ready to 
assuhè'fhl pêiÉlèa^t&^ by fréititent 
Oiaat In m i. as shown >y the In­ 
structions pi Secretary Fish to Minister 
Cushing. 
Although It nevir appsan 
that these Instructions were carried out, 
and there Is no knowledge what Spain 
would have done In the premises, It Is 
possible that Minister Woodford will 
have a dlffetent report to make. It o 
be stated boT Infèmiattoh received here 
that there Is no truth In the report that 
Lord dallsbury has sent an unfavorable 
answer to a suggestion that the United 
States should Interfere, the fact being 
that he has not replied at all to the 
attempt of our ambassador to sound 
him on the subject and that his attitude 
gives reason to l»elieve he will not op* 
pose such action as our Interests may 
make necessanr. 


Inttrttclioas to Mlnlitor Woodford. 


Minister Woodford's Instructions are 
to Intimate to Spain that the United 
States wilt intervene unless the situa 
tion in Cuba speedily Improves. This 
in effect was the instructions which were 
given Cushing by Fish, and It is under 
stood that the attitude of the United 
States now is almost identical with the 
position taken during General Grant's 
administration. Then, as now. the good 
ofnces of the United States had been 
tendered to S|>aln to bring about a set­ 
tlement of the war, •*but," said Secre­ 
tary Pish, “the well Intended proffers 
of the United States were unwisely re­ 
jected by Spain.*' 
The secretary re­ 
viewed the situation, which presented 
many similar phases to that which exists 
now. President Grant, said the secre­ 
tary, regarded independence as the only 
certain and necessary solution of the 
Cuban question. 
The attitude of the 
present administration Is said to be on 
the same lines, and it is said Minister 
Woodford will make it clear to the 
Spanish authorities that our Interests 
will make intervention by the United 
States imperative unless something is 
done speedily by Spain to Improve the 
present situation, disastrous as it is to 
all our interests.

DOLLAR WHEAT IS HERE AT LAST. 


Sell» at That Price at St. IhiuIii. New York 
and Klttwliere—At Clileego e»r. 
Chicago, Aug. 21.—Dollar wheat was 
a common thing in the markets of the 
country yesterday, but the cereal did 
nut reach that price here, the highest 
offer being 93 cents for September, a 
rise of 6 cents since Thursday, and 93^ 
cents for Decemlwr.

Louis and Minneapolis, where Piiisburyof 
fered II spot for 1.200 bushels of old No. 
1 northern, and got it. At Philadelphia 
the cereal went to 11.02. 
There was 
wild excitement in all the markets. 


New York. Aug. 21.—R. G. Dun & 
Co. In their weekly review of trade 
say: Not for several years have the 
telegraphic reports from various cities 
in ail parts of the country been as en­ 
couraging or shown as uniform im­ 
provement as this week. The markets 
are called crasy by some, but fairly 
represent the people, whose confidence 
In the future is strong and increasing. 
Nothing appears to check it. Rumors 
of Injury to crops are not sulliciently 
supported to have much Influence. The 
one temporary hindrance is the strike 
of bituminous coal minera The great­ 
est gain has been for agriculture. Corn 
has advanced a little in price, but is 
moving very largely, so that the last 
year's surplus may soon be marketed 
unless the new crop turns out better 
than many now expect.
